General Strike Has Been Ordered 
‘for Monbay in Anthracite 
Coal Regions, 


STRIKE WILL INVOLVE 
THOUSANDS OF MINERS 


Question as to Permanency of Strike 
{To Be Left to_a Convention 
Which Will Meet Next 
Wednesday—Statement 
by Mitchell. 


Scranton, Pa., May 9.—A general] strike 
of the miners of the anthracite reg‘ton 
has been ordered for Monday next, but 
the order has a reserve qualification at- 
tached. The question as to whether the 
strike is to be made permanent is to be 
left to the decision of a convention of 
all the local organizations of the mine 
workerg to be heid at Hazleton next 


Wednesday. ; 

At the conclusion of the morning ses- 
sion President Mitchell gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Replies to our proposition to submit 
the entire question in dispute to an im- 
partial board of arbitrators have been 
received from President Baer, of the Phil- 
adelphia and Reading; Chairman Thomas, 
of the Erie road; President Truesdale, of 
the Lackawanna, and President Oly- 
phant, of the Delaware and Hudson, all 
of whom refuse to join us in the adjust- 
ment of the differences between us by the 
methods we propose.” 

Failure of Negotiations. 

At the afternoon session a vote Ww4s 
taken on the proposition to strike, and at 
its close President Mitchell gave out @ 
statement setting forth the failure of 
the negotiations, ami saying that “the 
committee feel that in justice to the an- 
thracite mine workers and those depend- 
ent upon them, before a genera! strike is 
inaugurated, the question should be fur- 
ther considered by a delegate convention 
in which representatives from the various 
local unions shall be fully instructed by 
their constituents and prepared to vote 
in favor of or in opposition to a complete 
cessation of work. 

“In the meantime, all persons employ- 
ed in or around the collieries, strippings, 
washeries and breakers are instructed to 
temporarily abstain from working, begii- 
ning with Monday, May 12, and continu- 
ing thereafter until a final decision is 
reached by a delegate convention, which 
will convene Wednesday morning, May 
14, at Hazleton, Pa. 

“The instructions for all men to suspend 
work on Monday does not include fire- 
men, engi. ers, pump men and other 
labor necessary to preserve the proper- 
ties of the operators.”’ 

The order is signed by all the district 
presidents and secretaries. 

Heard Order Quickly. 

There was a big crowd about when the 
order was given out and the proverbial 
dropping c§ a pin would have been audible 
at any time. President Mitchell, standing 
in the center of the crowd on a chair 
read the statement. 

Immediately upon the conclusion of 
President Mitchell’s reading the crowd 
scattered and in an _ incredibly short 
space of time the news had spread by 
word of mouth and message all through 
the valley. A thousand varying com- 
ments might be heard from the miners 
as they learned of the committee’s ac- 
tion. No one sentence could cover the 
general sentiment. 

There is not a particle of question but 
that the miners will religiously obey the 
order and that on Monday next not co 
much as a shovel full of ‘coal will be 
mined in the Lackawanna valley. 


ARE JUST HALF A MILE APART. 


May Be War When the Opposing 
Forces Meet Today. 
Knoxville, Tenn., May 9.—A Journal 
and Tribune special from Jellico, Tenn., 
says that at midnight tonight the oppos- 
ing forces of the Louisville and Nashville 
and Southern railways are asleep in 
camps just half ‘a mile from each other on 
the Clear Fork valley. Great strides 
have been made today by each side. The 
Southern has only 10 men engaged at this 
point, while the Louisville and Nashville 
has over 400, with Special Agent Har- 
lan in command. While it is hoped that 
no trouble will occur when the two armies 
come info close contact, yet it is feared 
that something will precipitate bloodshed. 
To prevent it, if possible, a tacit agree- 
ment between the chiefs of both parties 
has been reached by which each pledges 
the other that no construction crew will 
be placed in direct opposition to that of 
the other until twenty-four hours’ notice 
has been given. This may preserve peace 
among individuals, but does not change 
the fight of the two systems for the coal 
territory. It is, the dévelopments prom- 
lsed for tomorrow toward which all at- 

tention is drawn.

Middlesboro, Ky., May 9.—John Turner, 
formerly chief of police of Middlesboro, 
was today killed by Lee Turner, of ‘‘quar- 
ter-house” fame, at “the Narrows,” 13 
miles from Jellico, Tenn. John Turner 
was one of the guards of the Southern 
railway at “the Narrows,” where he went 
last week. Lee Turner was running a sa- 
loon at Lafolette, Tenn. The men were 
cousins, put old enemies. At the time 
Lee Turner's famous ‘‘quarter-house,”’ 
near this city, was burned and nine of his 
followers killed. John Turner belonged

BEAR FEARFUL TESTIMONY 
TO WRATH. OF MT. PELEE 


‘ 
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MOUNT VESUVIUS IN ERUPTION. 
One of the Most Famous Volcanoes in the World. 
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ISLAND, OF MARTINIQUE 
AND CITY OF ST. PIERRE 


The scene of the world’s latest volcanic 
horror, the island of Martinique, has 
been described by a writer ag being “‘per- 
haps the mo@t interesting island of the 
most attractive archipelago of all this 
world."”” Martinique is about 30 miles: due 
south across the Caribbean waters from 
Dominica. Columbus made its discovery 
on his last voyage in 1502. Its extreme 
length is @bout 45 miles from northwest 
to southeast, and the main part of it is 
in the shape of an oval with rough 
edges, its greatest width being 15 miles. 

The whole area of the island, nearly 400 
square miles, is mountainous. The lof- 
tiest height Is Mont Pelee, whose mon- 
strous crater, long dormant, vomited its 
flood of molten lava and ashes upon the 
city of St. k.uerre, which lay upon its 
gentler slopes, anu sought in recent years 
to climb higher toward the crater. Mont 
Pelee, on the northwest shore of the 
island, is 4,450 feet above the sea level, and 
near the foot of its western slopes lies 
the bay along which St. Pierre was built. 
In speak@ig of Mont Pelee, Fiske, in his 
book on the West Indies, predicted the 
fate which visited St. Pierre, in the fol- 
lowing words: ‘Farther south (of Mont 
Pelee) are the three crests of Courbet, 
and all along the mighty riuge are black 
and ragged cones of old volcanoes. These 
Slumbering monsters cannot yet be reck- 


oned as absolutely harmless, for in 1851, 
after a century of seeming quietude, Mont 
Pelee broke out with a dangerous erup- 
tion.”’ 

Beneath the heights of Pelee the fierce 
Carib was allowed to remain undisturbed 
until the adventurous Norman captain, 
Esnambuc, came down from St. Chris- 
topher in 1685 and founded St. Pierre at 
the very foot of the frowning peak of 
Pelee, 

The population of Martinique is reckon- 
ed at about 175,000, of whom 10,000 are 
whites, 15,000 of Asiatic origin and 150,000 
black. The oldest, most populous and 
flourishing city of Martinique was the 
now wasted city of St. Pierre. ° It was 
also the chief seat of the island’s trade. 
There was a lower and upper town, and 
from the bay it seemed to rise in ter- 
races of yellow houses with red fowfs em- 
bowered in gardens and groves. The 
streets within the city were mostly nar- 
row, steep and well paved. 

Like Guadeloupe, Martinique is a de- 
partment of France, with one senator and 
two deputies to represent it.. It is divid- 
ed into the two arrondissements of St. 
Pierre and Fort a6 France, and into-twen- 
ty-five communes. A governor and coun- 
cil are appointed by the home gvoviérn- 


ment, and there is a general council of 
thirty-six elected members.

AVAUNCHE OF FRE 


RUSHES FROM  PELEE 
ON DOOMED CITY 


It Is Said That Only Twenty Persons 
Escaped from St. Pierre—Ships 
in the Harbor Went Down 
with All Hands—Flames 
Are Still Spouted 
by Volcano. 


St. Thomas, D. W. I., May 9.—It 


is now estimated that 40,000 persons 
perished as a result of the volcanic 
eruption in the island of Martinique. 


NOT A LIVING SOUL SEEN, 
ONLY CITY SWEPT BY FIRE 
St. Thomas, D. W. f., May 9.—9:30 a. 
m.—The French cruiser Suchet arrived at 
Pointe-a-Pitre, island of Guadalupe, 
French West Indies, from Fort de France, 
island of Martinique, this morning, bring- 
ing several refugees. Bhe confirmed the 
report that the town of St. Pierre, Mar- 
tinique, was entirely destroyed at 8 
o'clock on Thursday morning by a vol- 
canic eruption. It ls supposed that most 
of the inhabitants “of ~®t.: Pierre were 
killed, that® the. neighboring parishes 
were laid waster and that the residue of 
the population of St. Pierre is without 


food or shelter. 

The British roval mail 
steamer Esk, which ar- 
rived at St. Lucia this 
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this morning, reports 
having passed St. Pierre 
last night. The steamer 
was covered with ashes, 
though she was 5 miles 
istant from the town, 
which was in impenetra- 
ble darkness. A _ boat 
was sent in as near as 
possible to the shore, but 
not a living soul was 
seen ashore, only flames. 
The Quebec Steamship 
Cor®any’s steamer Po- 
raima was seen to ex- 
plode and disappear. 
The commander of the 
Suchet reports that at 1 
o'clock on Thursday the 
entire town of St. Pierre 
was wrapped in flames. 
He endeavored to save 


about thirty persons, 
more or less. burned, 
from the vessels In the 
harbor. 

His officers went ashore 


in small boats seeking 
for survivors, but were

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ERUPTION OF VOLCANOES 


CAUSED BY 


EARTHQUAKES 


The term volcanic action (vulvanism or 
vulcanicity) embraces all the phenomena 
connected with the expulsion of heated 
materia)s from the interior of the earth 
to the surface. Among these phenomena 
there are some of an evanescent charac- 
ter, while others have proof of their ex- 
istence. The openings by which ‘she 
heated materials from the interior reach 
the surface include volcanoes (with their 
accompanying orifices) hot springs and 
gas springs. Volcanoes may break 
through any kind of geological forma- 
tion. In Auvergne, in the Miocene 
period, they burst through the granitic 
and gneissose plateau of central France. 
In Lower Old Red Sandstone times they 
pierced contorted silurian rocks in central] 
Seotland. In late Tertiary and post-Ter- 
tiary ages they found their way through 
soft marine strata and formed the huge 
piles of Aetna, Somma and Vesuvius. 
On the banks of the Rhine, at Borne ani 
elsewhere, they have penetrated some of 
the older alluvia of that river. In many 
instances also new volcanoes have ap- 
peared on the sites of old ones. 

The globe is girdled by a chain of vol- 
canic mountains in a state of greater or 
lesser activity, which may perhaps be 
considered a girdle of safety for the 
whole world, through which the masses 
of molten matter in a state of high 
pressure beneath the crust may find a 
Way to escape, and thus the structure of 
the globe is protected from even greater 
convulsions than those which from time 
to time take place at various points on 
the surface. This girdle is partly ter- 
restrial,partly submarine and commencing 
at Mount Erebus, near the antarctic pole, 
ranging through South Shetland isle, 
Cape Horn, the Andes of South America, 
the isthmus of Panama, then through 
Central America and the Rocky moun- 
tains to Kamschatka, the Aleutian 
islands, the Kuriles, the Japanese, the 
Philippines, New Guinea and New Z-a- 
land, reaches the antarctic circle by the 
Balleny islands. The active or dormant 
volcanic vents of the West § Indian 
islands, ranging from Granada, through 
St. Vincent, St. Lucia, Martinique, Do- 
minica, Guadeloupe, Montserrat, Nevis 
and St. Eustace are'remarkabie examples 
of their lineal tel te pi This group 
of volcanoes, of which Mont Pelee is one 

most at, it be 


served, are either strings of islands or 
lie in proximity to the ocean, and hence 
the view was entertain by some writers 
that oceanic waters, or that of a large 
lake or sea, waS a necessary arrange- 
ment in the production of volcanic erup- 
tions. These views have been supported 
in every way, as the present extinct 
volcanoes of the world when active had 
large sheets of water beside them. 

The connection between earthquake 
shocks and volcanic eruptions is now 
generaNy recognized by all scientists. 
Al} voleanic districts over the globe are 
specially liable to vibrations of the crust, 
but at the same time it is to be recollect- 
ed that these movements visit countries 
occasionally from which volcanoes, either 
recent or extinct, are absent, in which 
cases earthquake shocks are regarded us 
abortive attempts to originate volcanic 
action. 

The materials erupted from volcanic 
vents may be classed as (1) gases and 
Vapors, (2) lava, (3) fragmentary sub- 
stances. The gases and vapors play an 
important part in thé stages of a vol- 
cano’s -history and continue to appear 
for centuries after all the other evidences 
of voleanic action have ceased to be 
manifested. The term lava is applied 
generally to all the molten rocks which 
flow out from volcanies. The fragmeén- 
tary materials include all the substances 
which, driven up into the air by voleanic 
explosions, fall in solid form to the 
ground—the dust, ashes, sand, cinders 
and blocks of every kind which are 
projected from a volcanic orifice. 

From the numerous observations made 
by prominent scientists it seems clearly 
established that the earthquakes accom- 
panying volcanic eruptions have their 
origin in some sudden impact of gas, 
steam or molten matter, impelled by gas 
or steam under high pressure, beneath 
the solid crust, During earthquake move- 
ments fissures may be formed in the 
erust and filled with gaseous or melted 
matter which may not in all cases reach 
the surface. and on the principle that 
voleanoes are safety valves for regions 
beyond their immediate influence, it is in- 
ferred that the earthquake shock, which 
generally precedes the outburst of a 
voleano long .dormant, finds relief by 
the eruption which follows; so that what- 
ever may be the extent of the disastrous 
results of such an eruption ‘they would 
be still more disastrous if there had been

The governor of the colony and his 
staff colonel and wife were in St. Pierre, 
and probably perished. The extent of the 
catastrophe cannot be imagined. 

The captain of the British steamer Rod- 
dam was very seriously injured, and is 
now in the hospital at St. Lucia. All of 
his officcrs and engineers are dead or 
dying. Nearly every member of the crew 
is dead. Supercargo Campbell and ten of 
the crew of the Roddam jumped over- 
board at Sf. Pierre and were lost. 

The British schooner Ocean Traveler, 
of St. Johns, N. B., arrived at the island 
of Dominica, Tritish West Indies, at 3 
o'clock this afternoon. She reported that 
she was obliged to flee from the island 
of St. Vincent, B. W. L., during the af- 
ternoon of Wednesday, May,7, in conse- 
quence of a heavy fall of sand from a 
volcano which was erupting there. She 
tried to reach the island of St. Lucia. 
B. W. I., but adverse currents prevented 
her from so doing. The schooner arrived 
opposite St. Pierre, Martinique, Thurs- 
day morning, May 8. While about a mile 
off the volcano (of Mont Pelee) exploded, 
and fire from it swept the whole town of 
St. Pierre, destroying the town and the 
shipping there, including the cable repair 
ship Grappler, of the West India and 
Panama Telegraph Company, of London, 
which was engaged in repairing the cable 
near the Guerin factory. The Ocean 
Traveler, while on her way to Dominica, 
encountered a quantity of wreckage. 

Paris, May 9.—The commander of the 
French cruiser Suchet has telegraphed 
to the minister of marine, M. De Lannes- 
san, from Fort de France, island of Mar. 
tinique, under date of Thursday, May 8, 
at 10 p. m., as follows: 


“Have just returned from S8t. Pierre. 
which has been eompletely destroyed by 
an immense mass of fire, which fell on 
the town at about 8 in the morning. The 
entire population (about 25,000 souls) is 
supposed to have perished. I have brought 
back the few survivors. about thirty. All 
the shipping in the harbor has been de- 
stroyed by fine. The eruption continues.” 

The colonial minister, M. Decrais, re- 
ceived at 6 o'clock this evening two cable 
messages from the secretary general of 
the government of Martinique, J. E. G. I.. 
Huerre, sent, respectively, at 5 p. m. and

BY VOLCANIC ERUPTIONS 


In a district free from seismic disturb- 
ances it would be rather difficult to im- 
agine the intensity of the mental terror 
and suffering which must have spread 
among the people of St. Pierre, Mar 
tinique, as the great volume of molten 
lava and ashes swept down upon them 
from the vomiting crater of Mont Pelee, 
carrying death and destruction in its 
path. Thef are no manifestations of 
the forces of nature mere calculated tp 
inspire feelings of awe and admiration 
than volcanic eruptions, preceded or ac- 
companied, as they generally are, by 
earthquake shocks. Few agents have 
been so destructive in their effects; and 
to the real dangers which follow such 
terrestrial convulsions are to be agded the 
feelings of uncertainty and _ revulston 
which arise from the fact that the eartn, 
which we have been accustomed to re- 
gard as the emblem of stability, may be- 
come at any moment the agent of our 
destruction. 

The history of the world Is filled with 
the great disasters that have resulted 
from volcanic eruptions, but there are 
few which have been wider in destruc- 
tion of life and property than the dis- 


“turbances which destroyed the city of St. 


Pierre. There is but one volcanic agtion 
that can be compared to this most recent 
disaster—the eruption of Vesuvius which 
destroyed Pompeii and Herculaneum, and 
buried the former from the eyes of the 
world, with many of its inhabitants re- 
maining in the posture in which the flood 
of lava had caught them until unearthed 
by scientists centuries later. Like Pom- 
peli, St. Pierre had come to regard the 
voleano which frowned above it as ex- 
tinct, and not until a flood of molten 
death had swept down upon them did 
they once realize the terrible’ danger 
which lurked above them as they pursued 
their daily labors. 
Destruction of Pompeii. 

The cases are, in fact, so similar that 
the words of Edward Hull, in his ‘“‘Volca- 
noes, Past and Present,” regarding the 
building of the city of Pompeii are ap- 
plicable to the founders of St. Pierre. He 
says: 

‘Down to the commencement of the 
Christian era this mountain had given no 
ostensible indication that it contained 
within itself a powerful rocus of volcanic 
energy. True, that some vague tradition 
that the mountain once gave forth fire 
hovered around ‘its borders; and several 
ancient writers, among them Diodorus 
Siculus and Strabo, inferred from the 
appearances of the higher parts of the 
mountain and the character of the rocks, 
which were ‘cindery, ag if eaten by fire,’ 
that the country was once in a burning 
state. Here it was that the glad- 
lator Spartacus (B. C. 72), stung by the 
intolerable evils of the Roman govern- 
ment, retreated to the very summit of 
the mountain with some trusty followers. 

In fancied security, villas, temples 
and cities had been erected on the slopes 
of the mountain. Herculaneum, Pompeli 
and Stabiae, the abodes of art, luxury 
and vice, had sprung up in happy igno- 
rance that they ‘stood on a volcano,’ and 
that their prasperity was to have a su4- 
den and disastrous close. The first moni- 
tions of the impending catastrophe or- 
curred in the 63d year after Christ, when 
the whole Campagna was shaken by an 


earthquake, which did much damage to 


the towns and villas surrounding the 
mountain, even beyond Naples. This was 
followed by other shocks. These earth- 


quake shakings continued for sixteen 


years. At length, on the night of August 


24, A. D. 79, they became go violent that 


the whole region seemed to reel and tot- 
ter, and all things appeared to be threat. 
ened with destruction. The next dar, 
about 1 in the afternoon, there was seen 
to rise a column of smoke in the direction 
of Vesuvius. For an account of what 
followed we are indebted to the admir- 
able letters of the younger Pliny, ad- 
dressed to the historian Tacitus, recount 


} ing the events which caused, or accom- 
panied, the death of his uncle, the elder 
Pliny, who, at the time of this first erup- 
tion, was in cOmmand of the Roman 
fleet at the entrance to the Bay of Na- 
ples. These letters, which are models of 
style and of accurate description, are too 
long to be inserted here; but he recounts 
how the dense cloud which hung over the 
mountain spread over the whole sur- 
rounding region, sometimes illuminated 
by flashes of light more vivid than light- 
ning; how showers of cinders. stones and 
ashes fell in such quantities that his un- 
cle had to flee from Stablae. Such 
being the condition of the atmosphere 
and the effects of the eruption at a point 
so distant as Cape Misenum. some 16 geo- 
graphical miles from the focus of erup- 
tion, it is only to be expected that places 
not half the distance, such as Hercula-

Revision Committee Finally De- 


cides on New Territory To 
De Included in the City 


NORTH ATLANTA COMES IN 
WITH OTHER ISTRICT 


Lines Are So Drawn That Factory 
Communities Are Left Out by 
Way of Encouragement to 
Manufactures—Goes Now 
to Legislature. 


The charter revision committee has 
finally settled the question of extending 
the city limits. ‘and it has decided in favor 
of a very large extension. 

The lines at first outlined by the sub- 
committee have been changed in some 
respects but the new territory whl 
amount to about the same in size. 

One alteration made in the lines was to 
draw them so that they would not take 
in any factory districts. 

Considerable territory was added to 
north Atlanta, and the line in that sec- 
tlon was drawn so as to take in that plece 
of property between the two Peachtrees 
known as the Collier triangle. 

The property of Anthony Murphy 
just beyond West End is not included in 
the new limits, and a ,arge part of Copen- 
hftll was alse left out. 

The line on the northern part of the 
city beyond Fourteenth street is extended 
out 700 feet beyond that street instead 
of 200 as originally planned, tn order that 
the turf exchanges now in that section 
might be driven away. 

The question before the committee was 
settled by a vote on a substitute for the 
report of the committeé. Introdticed by 
Fulton Colville. Mr. Colville’s substitute 
was amended in one or two places, but 
he did not object to any of the amend- 
ments, and the adoption of his substitute 
settled the matter of extension, so far as 
the charter revision committee is con- 
cerned. 

Final Vote on Extension.

HOUSE LEADERS DEFEATED

Washington, May 9.—(Special.)—The so- 
called leaders of the house were given 
another turndown today by the passage 
of the omnibus bill, admitting to state- 
hood the territories of Oklahoma, New 
Mexico and Arizona. The speaker and 
his lieutenants have been opposed to the 
admission. of the territories, but the 
pressure upon them was so strong that 
they were compelled to allow the meas- 
ure to be considered. They used their best 
efforts to secure the defeat of the Dill, 
put, seeing that would be impossible, they 
tried to combine Arizona and New Mex- 
ico into a single state. In this, too, they 
were signally defeated.- In vain have 
they pleaded that the admission of the 
territories would mean the addition of 
six democratic senators. The rank and 
file on the republican side declined to be 
stampeded by this prediction. 

The opposition to the bill collapsed at 
the last minute today and the bill was 
passed without division as it came from 
the committee, except for a few verbal 
amendments. 

The rea] test came on an amendment 
offered by Mr. Overstreet, of Indiana, to 
join New Mexico and Arizona and admit 
them as the state of Montezuma It was 
beaten—28 to 106—and all opposition then 
ceased. The closing scenes of the debate 
were accompanied by a dramatic incident 
which narrowly escaped being a tragedy.

Washington, May 9.—(Special.)—Today’s 
debate over the Philippine bill was tame 
as compared with that of the day before. 
Senator Lodge made an ineffectual effort 
to bind the démocrats to an agreement 
to fix a day fora vote. There was some 
talk between him and Senator Dubois 
over what the latter construed a tendency 
on the part of the Massachusetts sena- 
tor to threaten tiie minority, but the mis- 
ugderstanding was smoothed over without 
an understanding as to a vote being 
reached. The democrats have made it 
plain that they do riot intend to filibuster 
against the bill, but they have at the 
same time emphasized the fact that they 
do not propose to be driven. It is prob- 
able that a vote will be reached the lat- 
ter part of next week or early the week 
after, but if the republicans attempt ‘co- 
ercion, there may: be further ‘delay.’ 


Carmack Makes ‘Apology.

DUE TO VOLCANOES

Bay of Naples, appears to have been 
overwhelmed by volcanic mud; Pompeii 
was buried in ashes and lapilli, and 
Stabiae probably shared a similar fate.” 

Since the eruption of A. D. 79 Vesuvius 
has furnished many of the great disasters 
caused by volcanic eruptions and at- 
tendant earthquake shocks. In A. D, 26, 
during the reign of Severus, an eruption 
of extraordinary violence took place, and 
in A. D. 472 an eruption occurred of such 
magnitude as to cover all Europe with 
fine dust and spread alarm even at Con- 
stantinople. In December, 1631, occurred 
the great convulsion whose memorials 
are written widely on the western face 
of Vesuvius in ruined villages. But six 
months of violent earthquakes, whica 
grew more violent toward the close of 
1631, heralded the eruption and gave the 
inhabitants an opportunity to escape; 
but in the end a great part of Torre del 
Greco was destroyed, and a like fate 
overtook Resina and Grantello with a 
loss of life reported at 18,000 persons. 

Since A. D. 1500 there have been fifty- 
six recorded eruptions of Vesuvius and 
the loss of life ranged from 10,000 to 20,- 
000 persons in several. Some of the other 
great disasters by volcanic eruptions 
and earthquakes preceding or accom- 
panying them are as follows: 

Citania, Sicily, September 11, 1186. A 
violent earthquake, accompanying a sub- 
marine volcanic eruption, swept over the 
city, felling houses and killing 18,000 per- 
sons. 

Naples, September, 1286. An eruption of 
Vesuvius sent a showed of ashes and lava 
upon the city and 60,000 of the inhabitants 
fell victim to the stream. 

Naples, December 5, 1456. An eruption 
of Vesuvius, in which 40,000 persons lost 
their lives during the frightful earth- 
quake shocks that accompanied an erup- 
tion of Vesuvius. 

The Horror at Lisbon. 

Lisbon, February 26, 1531. An earth- 
-quake shock following a submarine: yol- 
canic disturbance swept the city, de- 
stroying 30,000 lives and felling 1,500 
houses. A portion of the city sank be- 
neath the sea, where it stands to the 
present day. 

Port Royal, °Jamaica, June 7, 1692. 
Earthquake shocks,. generally supposed 
to have accompanied submarine volcanic 
explosions, ruined a portion of the city 
and killed 3,000 persons. 

Sicily, September, 1693. Volcanic erup- 
tions destroyed fifty-four cities and towns 
and 300 villagés throughout the island 
and more than 100,000 lives were lost. 

Jeddo, Japan, in 1708 was visited by an 
earthquake caused by volcanic eruption, 
which destroyed the city and surrounding 
villages and laid claim to 200,000 victims. 

In May and June, 1716, Algiers was 
visited by earthquakes, preceding vol- 
canie disturbances, which killed 20,000 
people. 

Pekin was visited November 30, 1731, 
by earthquake shocks, generally attribut- 
ed to volcanic action, when 100,000 per- 
sons lost their lives. 

The cities of Lima and Callao, Peru, 
were. simultaneously visited by earth- 
quakes following volcanic eruptions, on 
October 28, 1746, when 18,000 persons were 
killed. 

On November 1, 1755, Lisbon was again 
visited by a destructive earthquake, due 
to volcanic eruptions, during which from 
30,000 t6 40,000 persons perished. 
| On February 4, 1797, seismic disturb- 
ances, caused by the eruption of Mexican 
volcanoes, swept from Santa Fe to Pana- 
ma, in which 40,000 persons lost their 
lives. 

Caracas Shaken. 

In 1812 Caracas, Venezuela, was swept 
by the most disastrous earthquake in its 
histcry. though it has since been visited 
by many. In that year 12,000 persons 
were lost in the tidal wave and earth- 
quake shock which swept over the city 
accompanying submarine volcanic erup- 
tion. 

Or May 7, 1842; Cape Haytien, Santo 
Domingo, came into the focus of sub- 
marine disturbances and as a result 
45,000 persons were killed. 3 

At Melfi, Italy, August 14, 1851, the 
eruption of a volcano cost the lives of 
14,000 persons. 

Calabria, near Melfi, on December 16, 
1857, suffered from a similar eruption, 
10,000 being killed. 

One of the moégt terrible outbursts of 
Voleanic action that have ever taken 
place in modern times was the eruption 
of the volcano of Krakatoa, in the strait 
of Sunda, between the islands of Suma- 
tra and Java, in the year 1883, between 
the months of May and August. 

Like Pompeii and St. Pierre the town 
of Batavia and surrounding towns and 
villages thought themselves safe from 
any manifestations on the part of Kra- 
katoa. The eruptions came unexpectedly 
and the towns were covered with lava 
and ashes. One hundred and sixty-three 
villages were destroyed and 36,380 persons 


perished. 

The Charleston earthquake of August 
31, 188, when ninety-six persons were 
killed, ig generally credited to submarine 
disturbances.

Before leaving here he 
expressed the opinion that the fact that 
the commander of the Suchet is seeking, 
provisions showed that a number of the 
inhabitants of St. Pierre, foreseeing the 
disaster, had sought refuge at various 
polnts sheltered from the volcanic stream, 
and there being no vessels to transport 
the people, the Suchet was trying to pro- 
cure food for them. 


TERRIBLE PANIC PREVAILED 
WHEN FIERY FLOOD CAME 


London, May 9.—A dispatch to The 
Reuter Telegram Company from Kings- 
ston, Jamatca, after giving the details 
of the Martinique disaster already known 
says: 

‘Thousands were killed at St. Pierre, 
where a terrible panic prevailed. The 
eruption began May 3, when 8t. Pierre 
was covered with ashes and appeared to 
be enveloped in fog. The flow of lava 
continued until Wednesday, May 7.” | 

The message adds: 

“In the island of St. Vincent the Sou- 
frire (volcano) is active and earthquakes. 
are frequent, but, So far, no damage h@s 
been done,”’ : . 

In response to the request of Governor 
Liewellyn (of the Windward islands) 
the British second-class crufser Indefat- 
igable has been dispat®hed from the 
island of Trinidad to the island of St. 
Vincent by way of St. Lucia. 

A dispatch to The Daily Mail from 
Point-a-Pitre, island of Guadeloupe, 
French West Indies, dated yesterday, 
says: ‘““‘The Mont Pelee (St. Pierre) crater 
ejected yesterday morning molten rocks 
and ashes during three minutes and com- 
pletely destroyed St. Pierre and the dis- 
tricts within a 4-mile radiuj. All the in- 
habitants were burned. 

Ships Ge to Bottom. 

“About elght passengers from the Po- 
raima of the Quebec steamship line were 
saved by the French cruiser Suchet. 

“The inhabitants of the southern dis- 
tricts of the island, who were dependent 
on St. Pierre for provisions, are.menaced 


by famine.”’ 
A dispatch to The Daily Mail from Ja- 


maica says: 

‘The first intimation of a disagter (at 
Martinique) was the breaking of the ca- 
bles on Tuesday. The French cable at 
Martinique from Puerto Plata was brok- 
en Wednesday. Cable communication 
with all the norfhern islands is stopped. 

“The survivors of the British steamer 
Roddam describe the scene at St. Pierre 
as being glimpses of hell beggaring de- 
scription. 

“The Porwima was wrecked in a terrible 
upheaval of land and sea. The whole 
crew perished. 

“Two ships were lost with all on board 
in attempt to approach Martinique.” 


Cable Steamer Lost. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, May 9.—The ca-~ 
ble officials here have received advices 
from the island of Dominica that a 
schooner which has arrived there from 
the island of Martinique reports that 
over 4.000 people are supposed to have 
perished during the volcani¢ disturbance 
in Martinique. The cable repair steamer 
Grappler, belonging to the West India 
and Panama Telegraph Company of 
London, was lost with all hands during 
the eruption of Mont Pelee at St. Pierre, 
Martinique. 

The Grappler was one of the first ships 
to disappear. 

Washington, May 9.—The following ca- 
blegram has just been received at the 
state department: 

“Point-a-Pitre, May 9, 1902.—Secretary 
of State. Washington: At 7 o'clock a. 
m., on the 8th instant, a storm of steam, ~ 
mud and fire envélopéd the city and road- 
stead of S8t. Pierre, destroying every 
house in the city and community. Not 
more than twenty persons escaped with 
their Hives. Eighteen vessels were burn- 
ed and sunk with all on board, includ- 
ing four American vessels and a steamer 
from Quebec, named Poraima. The 
Tnited States consul and family are re- 
ported among the victims. A war vessel 
tas come to Guadaloupe for provisions 
and will leave at § tomorrow.

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LIMITS PASTORATE TENURE. 


Object of Movement of the Recent 
Presbytery at Anniston. 

Florence, Ala., May 9.—(Special.)—At the 
recent meeting of the north Alabama 
presbytery at Anniston_a movement was 
eet on fot of a most substantial nature, 
considering the conservatism of the Pres- 
byterian creed. The fnovement was start- 
é€d by Hon. R. T. Simpson, of this city, 
and is designed fo limit, in a modified 
form, the tenure of pastorates. The resou- 
tion embodying this proposition provides 
that the terms of all ministers shall be 
four years, though it does not prevent 
longer terms when the consent of the 
presbytery is obtained. The main purpose 
of the resolution is to prevent the dis- 
turbance of relations between the minis- 
ters and churches at inconvenient periods, 
and to prevent the indiscriminate and un- 
timely calls that so frequently interfere 
with the work of many of the churches. 
Another result, though rossibly not di- 
rectly intended, will be to sever the paa- 
toral relation without special friction af- 
ter a four-year term, if it should be de- 
sirable to do so. The movement is an 
important one, and has unquestionable 
elements that commend it favorably. It 
is not nearly so sweeping and imperative 
as the laws of the Methodist church, but 
it contains its best features.

The ladies’ auxiliary to the convention 
met in the First Baptist church yester- 
day morning. The address of welcome 
was made by Mrs. H. B. Stevens and 
responded to by Miss E. Ware, of, Mis- 
sourl. Mrs. Charles <A, Stakely, of 
Montgomery, | Ala., also addressed the 
ladies; several women prominent in mis- 
sionary work made speeches. Music and 
devotional exercises, followed by routine 
business concluded the ladies’ meeting. 
Later a reception was given in the 
drawing room of the Battery Park hotel 
by the ladies of the Asheville Baptist 
churches from 4 to 6 o'clock. 

Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon session the convention 
took up the reports of the various church 
boards. The fifty-seventh annual report 
of the foreign mission board was sub- 
mitted by the corresponding secretary, R. 
J. Willingham, of Richmond. He said: 

“Our forces have greatly increased In 
the past four years. At the convention fn 
Norfolk, in 1898, we reported seventy-six 
missionaries and 117 native assistants, 193 
in all. Now we have 116 missionaries and 
171 native assistants, an entire force of 
286 workers. In the same time, four years, 
we have had 4,634 Baptists in the foreign 
fields. Our work hag greatly increased, 
but a serious problem confronts us. 
Homes are needed for the many new 
missionaries whom we have sent out.” 

At the last meeting of he convention, 
the foreign board was requested to report 
whether there is today any country unoc- 
cupied by evangelical missions, and, if 
not, to give information as to those lands 
that are most destitute of evangelical 
Christian missions. In general terms, the 
report showed there is now no nation or 
people of any size which has not the 
gospel. messengers within her borders ex- 
cept Afghanistan, which has a popula- 
tion of 5,000,000 and is said to have never 
had the gospel. 

The’ statistical secretary’s ‘ report 
showed that southern Baptists had con- 
tributed to missions within the last year 
$2,666,767, of which $172,000 went to for- 
eign missions, 

The fifty-seventh. annual report of the 
home mission board was read by Dr. W 
W. Landrum, of Atlanta, president of 
the board. He stated that the _ tota} 
amount received during the year for the 
regular work of the home mission board 
was over a hundred thousand dollars. 
The amount expended by the home mis- 
sion board in work the past year was 
$59,020.18. Amount expended by states tn 
this work, $79,072.85. Number of houses 
of worship built and improved, 398. Sun- 
day schools organized, 674, 

No Interest Shown. 

‘We regret to have to say that the fn- 
stitute work has come to an end In near- 
ly all the states in the south. In some 
cases the negroes themselves have fatled 
to show enough interest in it to 
make it wise to try to continue it. In 
others the white Baptists of the states 
have failed to see enough results from 
it to warrant them in expending in it the 
amount of money required and have 
withdrawn from the arrangement. That 
the work has done good we think all are 
agreed. But that at present it ought to 
be continued is a question which has 
been answered in the negative in severa! 
states, and it has come to an end in moat 
of them. The question has arisen in the 
minds of some among us whether it 
would not be petter for our board to deal 
with the negroes In the way of helping 
them in their werk, entirely in the line 
of evangelization, leaving our brethren

of the north to continue the work they - 


are doing in education. This would not 
in any way imply any antagonism be- 
tween the boards north and south, but 
in utmost harmony and good-fellowship 
each could pursue its work on the lines 
most congenial to itself and its conatir- 
uents and each be relieved of the compli- 
eations which puzsle and paralyze it in 
its efforts. Already our board !s doine 
some work of this kind with and through 
the home board of the National Baptist 
convention, we helping them to Maintain 
in the field two general missionaries who. 
under direction of their owf board, wogk 
with pastors and churches all over the 
south, seeking to lead these to higher 
ideas of life and service for the Master. 
So far as we can follow up thig work it 
seems to be accomplishing good, but, like 
all the work we. have tried or are trying 
to do to solve the spiritual problem of 
the negro, it is tentative, experimental. 
We can only try this thing and that as 
the way seems fo open before us, and 
trust God, not knowing assuredly whether 
this or that sA#all accomplish the purpose 
we have in view. At present cooperative 
institute work is being done fn Virginia. 
Kentucky, North Carolina and Missouri. 
In the two last mentioned we work in a 
modified form, with reference to the num- 
ber of missionaries and the amount of 
money expended.” 


The Claim of Dr. Dias. 
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H. EB. W. P. of Atianta, 
Who is taking an active part in the 
war claim matter. 
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Bishop Candler Reads Letter to Clay 
and Bishop Morrison Discusses 
It—Palmer, of Atlanta, Figures. 


Dallas, Tex., May 9.—(Special.)—The 
“war claim” was the bone of contention 
in today’s session of the Methodist Epis- 
ccopal church general conférence. Like 
a cork in water, it bobbed up at every 
opportunity, and the majority were kept 
busy holding the matter tn check. 

It looks as if the men who contend that 
there was fraud in the procuring of the 
“war claim’’ appropriation from con- 
grese for the Methodist church, south, 
have put on war paint and fighting clothes 
and determined to fight to the last 
death in an effort to expose the alleged 
wrong doing. 

They blocked the work of the genera! 
conference today with frequent presenta- 
tion of the ‘‘war —_— issue in various 
forms. 

Bishop Seoevtenn denied all knowledge 
of the Bacon-Clay senatorial letter until 
it was read as an appendix to the epis- 
copal letter last Wednesday. He de- 
clared he had not been consulted con- 
cerning it, and did not even now indorse 
it. Bishop Candler explained how the 
Bacon-Clay fetter was brought out by 
correspondence with the senators inau- 
gurated by himself. 

Judge Strother, a member of the book 
committee, in a written communication 
and by ora! statements declared his be- 
fief that ‘‘deception, misrepresentation 
and other fraudulent practices’’ had been 
| used in negotiations with congress for 
the appropriation. The majority of the 
conference declined to permit .general 
discussion of the ‘‘war claim’’ issue at 
this time, but the ‘insurgents scored a 
point by having the committee on’ pub- 
lishing interests ordered by resolution to 
employ a stenographer who shall take 
down all the procrzedings and record all 
the testimony offered before the commit- 
tee on the ‘“‘war claim’’ matter, and that 
the entire issue be considered in open 
session at the proper time. 

Candler Reads That Letter. 

It is rarely the case that a bishop 
speaks on any issue before a_ general 
conference. It is said that only two or 
three times in twenty-five years has a 
| bishop taken the floor in a general con- 
ference to speak on any ques-ion before 
the body. 

Bishop Candler today read the now 
famous lettzr that he had written to 
Senator Clay, of Georgia. The Georgia 
churchman asked permission on his own 
motion to read te the conference the 
epistle he had indited to -the Geérgia 
statesman. Iie read it with.:.emphasis, 
and it was applauded. Some of the dele- 
gates had appeared to be ready to criti- 
cise Bishop Candler for failing to give 
publicity to his own letter and his man- 
ner while before the evonference was 
piainly aggressive. 

Another feature of today’s session of 
the conference was the appearance of 
Bishop Morrison. He took occasion to 
gay, which is declared to have been un- 
usual, that he had not been consulted 
about the presenfation of the senatorial 
letter in the episcopal address, and that 
he did not indorse it. Bishop Morrison’s 
manner was that of a man who felt that 
he had a grievance. A Texan, and a 
layman, James M. Robertson, . of 
Meridian, has been elected chairman of 
the committee on publishing house inter- 
ests. Dr. G. C. Rankin, wf Dallas, is an- 
other member of the committee. As 
they have to consider the publishing 
house claim, their work is looked forward 
to with much interest. 

The numerous committees will get 
down to consideration of the matters re- 
ferred to them by general conference, 
and business will start in tangible form 
tomorrow. There is much interest re- 
garding caucusing, and the two new 
bishops to be chosen. The outlook seems 
to favor Dr. Hoss, of Nashville, and Dr. 
Atkins, of Durham, N. C., to win. 

Dr. McGhee Opens Session. 

Dr. McGhee, of the South Georgia con- 
ference, opened the day’s session with 
prayer, and Bishop grove presided. 

R. W. Boswell, of the Mississippi con- 
ference, obtained the floor and withdrew 
his challenge against the right of H. C. 
Morrison, of Louisville, to a delegate’s 
eeat. 

Reports of standing committees were 
filed and referred. These include the re- 
ports on church extension, board of mis- 
sioris, etc. 

Judge Strother, of Los Angeles confer- 
ence, said he, 4s @ member of the minor- 
ity of the committee on publishing in- 
terests of the corfference of 1898, desired 
to submit a statement, by saying the 
book committee had not been very ac- 
curate in their statement on the war 
caim matter, and he and ofhers would 
make a more extended reply later. 

Dr. Collings Denny, chairman of the 
book committee, challenged any man to 
show him one single inaccuracy in the 
statement of the book committee 

E. C. Reeves, of Johnson City, Tenn., 
produced the record, signed by Judge 
Strother himself. 

A motion of H. E. W. Palmer, of At- 
lamta, providing for a stenographer to 
take down al the evidence heard by the 
publishing company, was discussed at 
some length, and, after much debate, was 
overwhelmingly adopted. ~~ 

This means that all statements made 
before the publishing committee wil] be 
written cut in full for future reference. 

Rev. P. H. Whisner, secretary of the 
board of church extension, submitted the 
quadrennial report today. A summary 
of twenty years’ work—18&2 to 1902—shovs 
a handsome increase in money collec- 
tions. 

Progress of missionary work in China, 
Japan, Korea, Mexico, Brazil, Cuba, etc, 
is said to be marked.

Your committee, hoping that he 
would renounce the claim and set Geth- 
semane church free from the intolerable 
burden of so heavy a debt, considerwd 
that if he promptly did so, this ad§i- 
tional obstacle to his reemplo;gndé: 
would be .moved and the way opened 
for his possible restoration to confi- 
dence. We are credibly informed that 
Dr. Diaz has, since the date of our 
former report, written one or more let- 
ters ‘to Jhe press in the bounds of the 
Southern Baptist convent'on animad- 
verting on the policy of the board and 
so far as we know has taken no step 
to cancel his claim of debt against 
Gethsemane church and cemetery. We 
are also informed that Gethsemane 
church has lately been in some way mis- 
led into passing a resolution attempting 
to rescind the action the church had 
taken while the commission was in Ha- 
vana in Janpary iast, in which action 
that church recited and admitted the 
facts and renounced any claim of title 
to the church property and in the letter 
or letters written by Dr. Diaz above 
mentioned he claims that he was carried 
before a Catholic ‘notary, a Catholic 
lawyer to make acknowledgment of 
the board's title.

ADMIRAL AND ARCHBISHOP 
GO TO THEIR LONG HOMES | 


New York, May 9.—The body of the 
Most Reverend Michael Augustine Corri- 
gan, D. D., archbishop of New York, was 
interred today in the crypt of St. Patrick 
cathedral. The funeral was conducted 
with all the impressive solemnity and 
ceremony of his church and attended 
by a remarkable gathering of clergy. Al- 
most with the break of day crowds began 
to assemble at the cathedral, and when 
the hour of the funeral arrived a vast 
multitude had assembled to pay last rev- 
erence to the death prelate. 

Inside, on the Gothic altar, six can- 
dies were burning and the smoke of in- 
cense hung about it. Around the Dier, 
where the dead archbishop lay, three 
burned on each side of him, with a 
double row in a candelabrum above his 
head, and another double row below his 
feet. These were the only lights except 
the blue and crimson bars of sunshine 
which slanted through the rose window 
of the sanctuary. Black cloth was hung 
about the fluted pillars; on the vacant 
archiepiscopal throne there was purple 
and black and wild laurel tied with red 
silk. 

Opposite, on the Epistle side, a cardi- 
nal’s throne had been prepared, all pur- 
ple. These, with the crepe on the pulpit, 
were al] the signs of mourning. 

The chimes played, and then the bells 
tolled from the spires; agi, after that, 
the thousand priests and bishops and 
archbishops and Cardinal Gibbons filed 
in, following a boy with a cross, and 
candlebearers. 

There were bearded Franciscans, in 
coarse brown cowls, with white lace sur- 
plices; Jesuits in dull black; Dominicans 
in black and white cowls, and more 
priests in lace, bishops in purple, and, 
after an Interval, the spare, bent figure 
of the cardinal, in red, and twbd deacons, 
in black and gold, a half pace behind him 
On either side. — 

‘Then there were national guard officers 
in uniform; and up the south aisle came 
various officers of the city. government, 
two by two, in black frock cdats,. bows 
of crepe on their sleeves. Within the 
gitar rail, priests and bighops and arch- 
bishops were ranged in proper prece- 
dence, and the cardinal ascended his 
throfe and attending deacons placed over 
his red the white ves¢ments of the mass 
and on his head the white mitre and the 
mass began. 

After the reading of the gospel, Arch- 
bishop Ryan, of Philadelphia, preached 
the sermon, paying an eloquent tribute 
to the dead prelate. 

After the sermon Cardinal Gibbons, ac- 
companied by four, bishops of the arch- 
diocese, Bishops Burke, Gabriels, Lud- 
den and McQuaid, descended tu the cata- 
falque. The five absolutions to which 
the dead archibshop, by rank of office, 
were entitled were then given. 

At the close of the service a death mask 
of the dead archbishop was taken. Then 
the body was placed in a casket, which 
was taken to the crypt under the high 
altar and placed In a vault beside the 
bodies of Archbishop Hughes and Car- 
dinal McCloskey. 


Washington, May 9.—With a pomp and 
circumstance exceeding that of any naval 
funeral in this.country in recent years 


at least the remains of the late Willlam , 


Thomas Sampson, rear admiral in the 
United States navy, were today laid at 
rest. The military and naval features 
of the ceremonies were brilliant and im- 
pressive. The funeral escort gathered 
early. It was composed of the light bDat- 
tery of United States artillery. come- 
manded by Ceptain Foote and drawn from. 
Fort Myer; the naval cadets from An- 
napolis, 247 strong, and a battalion of blue 
jackets from the north Atlantic squadron. 

The funeral services were held in the 
Church of the Covenant, Rev. Teunis 8. 
Hamlin officfating. A prominent figure 
in the pews directly in the rear of the 
diplomatic body was Lieutenant General 
Miles. A notable figure was General 
Longstreet, of the confederate army. 
The funeral was exceedingly simple, but 
deeply impressive. There were no signs 
of mourning about the church, but mag- 
nificent floral emblems, gifta of the presi- 
dent and others, banked the space across 
the rear of the chancel. 

The president arrived at the church ale 
most simultaneously with the head of the 
funeral escort. Advancing slowly to the 
words of a psalm, the funeral party turn- 
ed into the main aisle. Behind the 
clergyman and headed by the admiral of 
the navy, George Dewey, were Sampson's 
war captains and many other notable 
naval chiefs. The war captains were in 
full uniforms, and wore black sword 
knots of crepe. 

As the casket, which was closely coy- 
ered with the blue fleld of the American 
flag, was gently lowered upon the bier 
from the shoulders of the blue jackets, 
the male quartet sang “Lead, Kindly 
Light.” Meanwhile the mourners, 
family of the deceased, save Mrs. Samp- 
son, who was too ili 
seated. Then followed the funeral ritual 


| of the Presbyterian church, 


The burial ceremonies at Arlington were 
simple, being confined to a prayer for 
the dead, the reading of a psalm, music 
and the sounding of “taps” by a bugiler 
stationed at the head of the open grave.

GETS TO ATHENS 


He Committed Suicide at 
Greenwood, S. C,; Last 
Thursday Night. 


SETTERS LEFT TO FRIENDS 
GAVE NO REASONS FOR ACT 


Switcher Twice Shot Himself—Be- 
tween First and Second Shots 
He Attempted To End His 
Life by Swallowing 
Poison. 


Athens, Ga., May 9.—(Special.)—The re- 
mains of W. T. Witcher, the -atnens mtn 
who killed himself at Greenwood, 8 C., 
Thursday night, were brought here over 
the Seaboard today and were met by @ 
large party from Monnt Vernon lodge of 
Masons. The body will be taken to Craw- 
Yord, Ga., tomorrow for interment, the 

uneral being conducted by Worshipful 

aster W. F. Dorsey, of Mount Vernon 
‘Jodge, Athens, and the members of Sear- 
edatha lodge, at Crawford. The letters 
written to his son in law and relations 
here revealed nothing definite of the 
pause of his death except that he had been 
forced to the conclusion that he was com- 
pelled to kill himselt. He stated in his 
letters that he was perfectly sane; had 
no family, social or business troubles, and 
was in good health. He arranged every 
fietail of Tris funeral perfectly. 
Inquest Over Body. 

Greenwood, S. C., May 9.—(Special.)—An 
Inquest was held over the body of W. T. 
Witcher, of Athens, Ga., who committed 
suicide here last night, although he stated 
fn this letter to the hotel proprietor that 
It would be unnecessary. The members 
pf Greenwood lodge, No. 91, Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons, took charge of the body. 
This morning it was carried to train and 
Bent to Athens. Mr. Wise, of Columbia, 
a brother in law of Mr. Witcher, came 
up from Columbia this morning. He stated 
that he knew of no cause for the deed 
pave that of despon@enry. Mr. Witcner 
had no business troubles that he knew 
of. Witcher was about 54 years old. ie 
Jeaves a wife and four children in Athens, 
Ga.—one married daughter, two single 
daughters and a son. He was known 
here as the traveling representative of 
Crayton & Knight, of Atlanta, but re- 
tently had been representing a sodia con- 
cern. 

Witcher shot himself twice, the first 
bullet, striking ‘(him back of the right ear, 
had glanced around the base of the skull, 
making a flesh wound. He had been 
felled, however, by the shock. Struggling 
up after the first shot, however, he had 
made his way to the washstanr and had 
attempted to prepare some poison. ine 
print of his bloody fingers where he sup- 
ported himself while standing there could 
be plainly seen. Tne giass in which he 
had prepared the mixture showed that 
the hand grasped it was also bloody. He 
dig not wait on the mixture to dissolve, 
for the remains of two tablets were seen 
‘(mn the bottom. Making a second attempt 
pvith: the pistol he was successful. ‘Fhe 
bullet entered just in front of tne right 
par and death was instantaneous.

The letter of Witchér to Brinson is as 


Pollowsa: 
Mr. Brinson—My Dear Friend—I humbly ask 
our pardon for the awful calamity which has 
fallen me in your house. Oh, my God, I 
etruggied against it, but was powerless to 
lprevent it, and I know you will pity and for- 
give me. You will find on the last @heet the 
jmames of parties who I ask you to telegraph 
j@O as soon as you find out my condition. I 
leave my watch, valise and sample case and 
‘purse, containing about $23. You will please 
' for my board and telegrams and give 
‘the balance to some of my friende from Ath- 
ens if they come or send it to Mrs. W. : 
Athens, Ga., with my valise, ete. 
I leave a letter to my Masonic brethren of 
Greenwood which you will please give them 
and aek them to kindly grant my request and 
take charge of my body and put it In a plain, 
cheap casket, not to cost over $15 or $20, as 
J am a poor man (don’t embalm my body, as 
eny family cannot etand the expense). I have 
ald aside the clothing which I wish put on 
me. Hope you and my Masonic brethren will

F. and A. M., as quick as possible. No use 
to hold an inquest, as letters show the facts. 
You know the train schedules from Columbia 
and Athens, and trust you will get the tele- 
grams off tonight so my friends can come 
in on first early morning trains. If the West- 
erm Union office is closed when you know my 
pondition you may get the railroad office to 
So the work and deliver the messages tonight. 
Oh, my God, this is terrible, but fate ig 
@gainst me, and it had to come. Again I ask 
you to pity me and to let the expense be as 
little as possible, as I am a poor unfortunate 
man and my family will be left in a bad fix. 
I trust you and my good Mageonic brethren 
and Christian friends in Greenwood to grant 
me the request asked, and I pray God to bless 
you al; and that he will eave my eoul as I 
dDelieve He will for doing what could not be 
averted.

DEED FILED AT SELMA’ BY THE 
LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE. 


Pirmingham, Selma and New Orleans 
Road Turned Over to Trust Com- 
pany as Collateral. 


Selma, Ala., May 9.—(Special.)—There 
was a mortgage of more than ordinary 
magmitude filed in the probate court of 
Dallas county here yesterday for record, 
although the consideration actually patd 
in hand was only $.

The deed was conveyed to the Cen- 
tral Trust Company as trustee, the Bir- 
mingnam, Selma and New Orieans rail- 
road, running from Selma to Myrtlewood, 
a distance of about 60 miles. On July 21, 
18), an agreement was emterea Into DY 
the Louisville and Nashville company with 
the Central Trust Company of New York 
for the taking of $76,000,000 of bonds. Of 
this amount $41,917,610 was to be used for 
retiring outstanding obligations, $5,000,000 
to be used for usual corporate purposes, 
and $28,082,340 for repayment of expendi- 
tures actually made on the new road. 

The Louisville and Nashville acquired 
the Birmingham, Selma and New Orleans 


road by conveyance, dated Apri! Zi, re- 
! cites the paper filed yesterday and the 
cost of the 60 miles is placed at $81,993,652, 
which, of course, the Central Trust Com- 
pany has already paid out and the won- 
veyance is simply turning over the Bir- 
mingham, Selma and New Orleans road 
to the trust company as collatteral for 
the bonds issued to cover the amount in- 
volved.

Fork valley, over which the Louisville 
and Nashville desires a right of way. 
This is 3 or 4 miles, it is said. However, 
this does not imply that work will be 
suspended until that proceeding is dis- 
posed of. A similar notice will be served 
on Craig League, involving about one 
half mile of very’ valuable right of way.

The greatest service the loyal men 
of the south have performed for their 
people since Appomattox has been 
their steady endeavor to restore the 
old-fashioned spirit, chivalry and pur- 
posefulness of our section. They have 
not tried to ignore history, to forget 
utterly the past, with its passions, its 
war and its penalties, its griefs and 
{ts glories. But they have sought to 
make stepping stones of these to a 
new era of loyalty, equality and com- 
monality of prosperity. 

Judge Emory Speer, in his charge to 
the federal grand jury at Macon on 
Tuesday, adverted to this essential 
phase of true southernism. With co- 
gent words and apt citations- from 
Forrest? Lee and Lincoln he urged the 
supreme leneficence of the southern 
spirit that turns from the debris and 
damnations of a sepulchred era to face 
the future that is pregnant ‘vith the 
blessings of peace, plenty and patriot- 
ism. 

How much more admirable is the 
memory of Lee saying “All should 
unite in honest efforts to obliterate 
the effects of war and to restore the 
blessings of peace,” than that of Ham- 
licar swearing his son to eternal ven- 
geance against his ancestral foes! 

Ever since Father Ryan, inspired as 
priest and poet alike, gave to the 
world his immortal elegiac lay of “The 
Conquered Banner,” there has remain- 
ed no good reason why those who were 
brave enough to follow it to its fall 
should not be also brave enough to 
abide the fact and take up the new and 
larger duties of conquering by victo- 
ries of peace the blessings denied by 
the dread verdict of war. ; 

The south has never had aught to 
gain by sulking, recrimination and 
spasmodic revivals of war passions. 
No man by such means has ever at- 
vanced her foot’s length out of her 
ashes or added a handbreadth to her 
opportunities and her actual regener- 
ation. ; 

We of the south are ro mean part 
of the American nation. We possess 
lands, societies, resources and proph- 
ecies s>cond to none over which “Old 
The possibilities that 
are ours make us envied as though 
rich and feared as coming rivals. 
There is not left among us a war-rack 
on which to hang a signal of despair. 
or a pennant of passion. We choose 
rather to claim our rights as patriots, 
in every forum, field and fortune of 
our common country. It is our duty 
to march the pessimists and the pro- 
vokers to the rear. 

The day now is when the south 
stands unchallenged to profess loyalty 
or to make apologies. She holds the 
salient of the nation’s line of battle 
for greater, compacter nationalism, 
power and glory for the future—for 
the world’s future. Her very scars are 
the guerdons of her faithfulness and 
other than her answer to every roll 
call of duty and national endeavor no 


man dares demand token of her alle. 
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Floods of Immigrants. 
During the four months ending April 
30, 1902, not less than 178,600 foreign 
Immigrants landed at the port of New 
York. If this rate continues the num- 
ber of .rrivals :t the end of the year 
‘will be 535,800 for this port alone. 
Excepting the year 1882, when the 
number of arrivals was 789,000, this 
showing for the quarter indicates the 
heaviest increase ip the volume of im- 
migration which this country has ever 
known. Most of the arrivals for the 
quarter just past have come from 
Austria-Hungary, Germany, Italy and 
Russia, the first-named country fur 
nishing the largest proportion. 
Most of the Italian immigrants to 
this country remain in the close neigh- 
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few of them getting farther than New 
York or New Jersey. Most of the 
Germans drift into Pennsylvania, 
while the Poles seem to prefer the at- 
tractions of Massachusetts. But every 
vessel load of immigrants contains 
some who are destined either for the 
south or the southwest. 

Foreign immigrants are constantly 
landing at all of our principal sea- 
ports, but the great majority of them 
land at the port of New York, as most 
of the foreign steamers drop amchor 
in the waters of New York harbor. 
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Giving Up the Palm. 

Our esteemed contemporary, - The 
London News, is very much alarmed 
over the menace which this country is 
offering to British industrial suprem- 
acy, and without mincing words or 
ignoring facts the London daily looks 
the matter squarely in the face and 
Says some things which are highly 
spiced with interest. We regret to see 
that our contemporary accuses us of 
having “stolen” Great Britain’s carry- 
ing trade, when the truth of the mat- 
ter is that we have honestly and open- 
ly beaten her at her own game, but 
we are not inclined to resent the slap, 
as it proceeds from the irritation 
caused by wounded national pride. 
Under the circumstances we can afford 
to be magnanimous. But the language 
of our contemporary reads as follows: 

The United States will not love us any 
better when they have stolen our carry- 
ing trade, captured our railways, bought 
up our newspapers, financed our colonies, 


taught us the art of city locomotion, 
given us cheap telephones, and generally 
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| provided us with all the things that we 


want and cannot get. What is happening 
to us? Have we lost the business facul- 
ties of our fathers? Has our commerce 
lost its enterprise and its imagination? 
Or are we too much handicapped by the 
toll we pay to the hereditary idler—by 
our land system, our vested interestr 
and all the enervatiag traditions of e 
leisured ruling class? It is time we be- 
fan to look some of these questions fair- 
ly in the face. The sudden subordination 
of three great English shipping lines to 
ultimate American control is a rude 
shock to our island pride. It 
hits us in a_e tender. point. The 
victory of the German ships in Atlan- 
tic speeds has been a severe blow. 
Some of us have not felt any great satis- 
faction in the spactecle of this great city 
of London, where swift transit is more 
urgently required than anywhere else in 
the world, having to wait for an energetic 
American to come-across and release it 
from its charmed sleep. The quarrels of 
the companies chiefly responsible for our 
underground railway traffic, the entire 
failure to make a prompt or efficient use 
of the great new power of electricity. 
have not impressed the world very fe 
vorably. It is not pleasant to know that 
London is more behindhand in the facil- 
ities for human traction than a second- 
rate Italian town—that it has long been 


left behind by poor Dublin, that it is the 
marvel and laughing stock of every vis- 
itor from other countries. But we do not 
mind being accounted landlubbers. It is 
when we see ourselves, as in this case, 
attacked and beaten on the sea that our 
gorge rises. A little more than a genera- 
tion ago we took away the maritime car- 
rying trade from the Unitea States dur- 
ing their civil war. Is it fated that they 
should win it back during our war with 
the Boer republics? 


Ordinarily The London News is dis- 
posed to be very complacent in dis- 
cussing the greatness and glory of the 
island empire, but at last the convic- 
tion has dawned upon the conscious- 
ness of this loyal organ of British sen- 
timent that the palm of industrial su- 
premacy which Great Britain has been 
proudly flaunting for generations past 
is in danger of passing over into 
American hands, if, indeed, the trans- 
fer has not already been made. We 
know how our contemporary feels, for 
it hurts to be candid sometimes and 
this is one of the times when it hurts. 
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The Enigma of the Ford Tragedy. 

Life is larger than any of its philos- 
ophies and often defiant of them all. 
It presents constant: contrasts—broad, 
grotesque and combative. It is the 
iconoclast of its own creatious—de- 
structive of its own idols and disobe- 
dient to its own morals. It is the 
ninefold muse of its own passions, 
from mimicry to -murder. 

When did it ever produce a wider 
contrast and a more futile tragedy 
than in the case of the Ford brothers? 
The story of Cain and Abel—why 
should it sound in fable when the 
world can look in today upon the cof- 
fined forms of these two brothers—the 
victim ana the fratricide? 

They were close-born brothers, sons 
of the same father and mother, and 
reared in the same careful and charac- 
ter-molding environment. Malcolm, 
the elder, was a strong, virile, stren- 
uous fellow. His bounding pulse beat 
for freedom and hot endeavor. His 
spirit lived in the open and his nerve 
and muscle knitted frame rejoiced to 
be bare in the race, the wrestle and 
the bout. The anxious throng around 
the arena, the applause that greeted 
a feat of strength and skill, the shining 
prize, gewgaw though it was, tnat re- 
warded victory in manly sports, were 
the ideals of his life. He was a 
trained and pampered athlete, a supple 
physical machine, whose mind was but 
the lackey of his limbs. 

The other, Paul, disinherited at 
birth of half his brother’s frame, sym- 
metry and s rength, that equitably 
should have been his—a weakling and 
a hunchback—was compensated with 
an exquisite genius, a master imag- 
ination and the sensitiveness which 
creates the artist’s isolation and op- 
portunity. His fleld was-in the ether. 
His contests were on the courses 
where race and rejoice the children 
of the mind. His triumph and honors 
were sought in the arena where intel- 
lect occupies the tribune to reward the 
victorious knights erraut of her cult. 

But there was death in the pot be 
tween them. A stern father’s will de 
fied sent the strong man out to a 
career of self-will, defiance and fierce 
resentment. Disinheritance ensued 
and embittered him. The successes of 
his life were of the hour. The rewards 
were noise the results were want. 
Meanwhile the younger brother—the 
spiritual son, so to speak—created in 
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 plossomed into flowers of favor and 
fruits of gold. He charmed millions 
with the characters he cunjured into 
the scenario of his fictional fancy and 
taught lessons of manliness, woman- 
liness, social and civic virtue and 
hope for better eras in the days yet 
to dawn. He was making an impress 
upon the thought and living characters 
of his age. The brother was a failure 
—a gazing stock of the mob. 

They met in-the full opposition of 
their natures. The secret of the spark 
that, whether from the one side or the 
other, fired the dangerous magazine of 
hatred and revenge may never be 
known. Murder and suicide dropped 
the curtain of misery and mystery and 
the tragedy ended without an epilogue, 
The stunned on-lookers are baffled to 
find and scan the lesson. It is one of 
the saddest, most grewsome and griev- 
ous double occultations of a parlous 
age. . 

Between the red-handed gladiator 
and the immolated genius only the 
Eternal Judge is able to lay righteous- 
ness to the line and judgment to the 
plummet!

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Foreign’ Trade and Southern Ports.

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(GENERAL WHEELER ATTACKED 
_ BY THE FRIENDS OF HOBSON 


It Is Alleged That the General Had Hobson’s ‘Name 
Stricken from a Bill--Hobson in Washington 
Seeking-To Be Retired. 


Washington, May 9.—(Special.)—Captain 
Richmond Pearson Hobson is in Washing- 
ton looking after the bill now pending 
before congress to place him upon the 
retired list of the navy. That bill ie bde- 
for the senate committee on naval affaire 
and has not yet been taken up for con- 
sideration. Captain Hobson ami his 
friends hope that it will be favorably re- 
ported end passed at this session of con- 
gress. 

While Captain Hobson declines to dis- 
cuss for publication the report that he 
has ambitions in a political Mne, his 
friends say that it is undoubtedly true 
that if he is placed upon the retired list 
and in that way his artive connection with 
the navy is severed he will enter politics 
in Alabama. Alabama members of con- 
gress verify The Constitution’s story, 
which pictured the hero as having ambl- 
tions to represent his home district in the 
senate of Alabama. According to the 
talk in Alabama circies nere, Vaptain 
Hobson’s idea in going into the race for 
the state senate is merely that this shall 
be the first step in a political career. As 
one of these gentlemen said: “Captain 
Hobson talks first of the state senate, 
then of congress and then of something 
higher. There is no limit to his ambitions, 
Why should there be?” 

Some Legislation Discussed. 

In this connection there is some inter- 
esting gossip afloat in congressional cir- 
eles concerning a bill which passed the 
house confirming in the state of Alabama 
the title to the spars of the captured 
Spanish battle ships, Don Jin d’aus- 
tria and Almirante Oquendo, which were 
secured by Captain Hobson, 

As that bill was introduced in the house, 
it made reference to the taking of these 
masts from the captured vessels by Cap- 
tain Hobson As the bill was reported 
from the house committee it made no 
reference whatsoever to Captain Hoabson 
and some of his friends are inclined to 
beldeve that the change was made Dy 
the committee at the instance of certain 
Alabama people who are opposed to the 
political aspirations of Captain Hobson. 

The bill as originally introduced read as

ship Don Juan d' Austria, at Manila, and 
the top mast from the Almirante Oquen- 
do, at Santiago de Ouba, be, and the 
same are hereby, donated by the United 
States to the state of Alabama, to be 


used in the erection of @ flagstaff on the 
capitol grounds of said state as a per- 


petual memorial to the value of the Amer- 
wan navy. 

‘Sec. 2. That the state of Alabama be 
reimbursed the expense of transporting 
gaid masts from the navy yards at Brook- 
lyn and Norfolk, respectively, to Mont- 
gomerv, Ala., out of any money in the 
treasury of the United States not other- 
wise appropriated.’’ 

House Committee’s Report. 

The report of the house committee upon 
the bill provided for the striking out 
of “by Captain Richmond Pearson Hob- 
son, of the United States navy,’’ in lines 
3 and 4, and “‘to strike out all of section 
2." The committee in its report makes 
no explanation of this amendment. It 
does, however, mention the fact that the 
flag flying from the mast is we first 
American flag hoisted in Cuba during the 
war with Spain, and was presented to 
Alabama by General Joseph Wheeler. 

The report in full is as follows: 


The committee on naval] affairs, to 
whom was referred the Di (H. KX, 
10144) to donate to the state of Ala- 
bama the spars of captured ships Don 
Juan d@’Austria and Almirante Oquen- 
do, having had the same under con- 
sideration, submit the following report 
and recommend that the Dill do pass 
with amendments, as follows: 

In Hnes 3 and 4 strike out the words 
“by Captain Richmond P. Hobson, of 
the Tnited States navy.”’ 

Strike out all of section 42. 

These masts of the vessels heretofore 
mentioned are of no military value, 
and are now loaned by the navy de- 
partment to the city of Montgomery, 
which desires to use said maste on the 
grounds of the estate capitol at Mont- 
gomerv for flag voles to display tne 
first American flag hoisted in Cuba 
during the Spanish-American war, and 
. presented by General Joseph Wheeler 

to the state of Alabama. The masts 

are of historic value onty. and this 
bill simply vests the title to the same 
in the state of Alabama. 

Some of Captain Hobsons friends are 
very certain that the elimination of his 
name and the insertion of the name of 
General Wheeler in the report was thie 
in some degree to spite. I am sure that 
this ‘s not the case. Members of the 
committee commenting upon its action 
said to me: “What we did was merely 
to strike out extraneous matter, as is 
always done in similar bills, the object 
being not to take from Captain Hobson 
or anybody else credit which may be due 
him, but to eliminate all unnecessary lan- 


guage from an akct of congress.” 
Some Criticize the Hero. 

At the same time it is undoubtedly true 
that Individual members of the naval com- 
mittee are not any too friendly toward 
Captain Hobson. Whether, as has been 
charged, this is due to political antipa- 
thies or whether, as some of Captain Hob- 
gon’s friends say, it is due to opposition 
in the naval construction corps, of which 
he is a member, it ts impossible to say. 

“To be perfectly frank with you,”’ said 
one member of the committee in discuss- 
ing the action upon the bill, ‘““we are not 
particularly impressed with the course 
which Captain Hobson is pursuing. The 
American people like to see a man go in 
for one thing or an other and stick to it. 
The idea of Captain Hobson trying to 
remain on the retired list of the navy 
and at the same time figure in politics—it 
is said his reason for seeking retirement 
is that he may get into politics—does not 
impress the members of the committce 
very favorably. We may be doing Cap- 
tain Hobson an injustice, but that is the 
way the matter strikes up with the lights 
before us.” 

While this gentleman would not say as 
much, his convergation would seem in 
some measure to explain the apparent 
disinclination of the committee to pass 
upon the bill for the retirement of Cap- 
tain Hobson. 

They Say Nice Things of Him. 

Alabama politicians say only friendly 
things about Captain Hobson, but they 
are inclined to laugh at his politica! 


| aspirations. His alleged programme to ge 
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to the state senate and then to congress 
is of considerable interest to Colonel 
John Bankhead, the veteran head of the 
Alabama delegation in the house, who 
represents the district in which Captain 
Hobson lives. Colonel Bankhead declines 
absolutely to discuss Captain Hobson 
further than to say that he is doing all 
he can to carry out the captain’s desire 
to be placed upon the retired list of the 
navy. 

In this connection an interesting ques- 
tion is raised. Is a man who is on the re- 
tired Hst of the army or navy eligible to 
office under the constitution of Alabama 
and under the constitution of the United 
States? 

The constitution of Alabama, as ITI 
understand it, declares specifically that 
no person holding an office of any kind 
under the federal government is eligible 
to membership in the Alabama le@jsla- 
ture. When I asked Colonel Bankhead 
whether that would apply to an officer 
on the retired list of the army or navy, 
he said: “I know nothing about it, for I 
am no lawyer.’”” Other members of the 
delegation who are lawyers are strongly 
inclined to believe that the prohibition 
of the constitution would bar a man on 
the retired list of the army or navy be- 
cause he holds what is in “effect an 
“office’’ under the federal government. 

The constitution of the United States 
provides “that no person holding any 
office under the United States shall be a 
member of either house during his con- 
tinuance in office.’’ The same general 
provision is contained in the constitu- 
tion of all of the states, though the 
wording may be a little different, and 
doubtless the question whether a posi- 
tion on the retired list of the army or 
navy is such as debars a man from a 
place in the state legislature must be de- 
termined according to the writing of the 
constitution of that state. 

Precedents in Congress. 

« Most of the precedents so far as con- 
gress is concerned are against eligibility 
of retired oflicers to membershi~ in 
either house. The house in one notable 
case, that of General Sickles, decided 
that a retired army officer was eligible to 
a seat in congress, and that was decided 
by a democratic house; but the general 
opinion of lawyers who have studied the 
precedents in the house is that the de- 
cision in the Sickles case was wrong and 
that if the question was again raised the 
decision would be reversed. 

In other words, there is no certainty, 
even if Captain Hobson succeeded in be- 
ing retired—with a salary for life at 
nearly $3,000 a year as is contemplated by 
the bill—that he would find it possible 
to put through the political programme 
accredited to him, The senate of Ala- 
bama woul, of course, have éverything 
to say about the qualifications of tts own 
members and nobody could say what ac- 
tion it would take jn case Captain Hob- 
son were elected and a question were 
raised as to his eligibility. 

It is certain that such a question would 
be raised in case he should succeed in 
belng elected to congres and there is un- 
doubtedly reason to believe that he would 
find it difficult to-obtain his seat In view 
of the precedents. The whole thing 
hinges on whether a place on the retired 
list which carries a good salary from the 
government would be construed as “an 
office’’ in the meaning of the constitu- 
tion. 

Hobson Won’t Talk. 

Captain Hobgon declines to discuss his 
supposed political aspirations. He says 
he is particularly anxious to have the 
bill placing him on the retired list passed 
at this session and has been assured of 
the assistance of the Alabama senators, 
but Senator Hale, chairman of the naval 
affairs committee, does not seem favor- 
able to it. Captain Hobson expects to re- 
main here some time to look after tha 
bill. He is inclined to feel that the Ala- 
bama members of the house delegation 
are not friendly to the measure. While he 
does not charge it openly, he thinks some 


of this opposition is inspired by Colonel 
Bankhead.

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SIGHT OF BOY 
AROUSED IRE 


} Victor Nuttall Caused Dis- 


turbance at Fraser 
Street School. 


PRINCIPAL INTERFERES 
TO PREVENT TROUBLE 


Woung Nuttall Stood in Front of 
School, and Is Said To Have 
Threatened Children in the 
School Yard—Major 
Slaton Talks. 


Victor Nuttall, the Ll-year-old youth 
who was given a hearing Wednesday af- 
ternoon before Justice Bloodworth on the 
charge of having caused the death of 6- 
year-old Colin McDougall, figured in 4 
disturbance at Fraser street school yées- 
terday morning, which came near ending 
seriously. 

According to reports the boy narrowly 
escaped rough treatment at the hands of 
a crowd of school children, who, it ls 
gaid, openly threatened him. The trouble 
occurred at the 11 o’oumick recess and the 
situation appeared of such a serious na- 
ture that the principal interferred and 
sent the school chigren back into the 
school, 

Nuttall is not a pupil of the school, and 
it is dlaimed stood out in the street and 
made threats against the cniidren in tne 
yard. Three children of Robert H. Me- 
Dougall, father of little Colin, attend the 
school and the indignation of their friends 
toward the Nuttal] youth came very near 
causing a clash. 

The principal of the school made a re- 
port of the distucban:e to Superintendent 
W. F. Slaton yesterday afternoon in or- 
der that steps might be taken to prevent 
any further trouble. Major slaton gave 
inetructions that if the boy came to the 
echool and created any further trouble 
that the police be notified and requested 
to take a hand. 

It is stated that the boy remained 
about the school for some time and at 
the recess hour he and some of the school 
children had some words. 

Some of the older boys evidenced anger 
and it soon became apparent that trou- 
ble was brewing. Victor Nuttall remained 
In the getreet. however, ami the other 
children never left the scnool yard. Be- 
fore the disturbance reached a climax, the 
principal appeared on the scene and made 
the children disperse. 

Major Slaton Talks. 

Superintendent Slaton. when questioned 
about the affair last night, said: : 

“The principal made a report to me 
this afternoon that Victor Nuttall nad ap- 
peared at the school and created a dis- 
turbance. I instructed her if he came 
there any more and acted in such a man- 
mer to call a policeman and have him 
taken away. I have no malice whatever 
against the youth, but we cannot afford 
to have anv trouble at the schools. From 
what I can learn it seems the Dboys were 
about to handle him roughly today and 
I desire to prevent any such scene. We 
are endeavoring to preserve good order 
and discipline in the ecnodis and we can- 
not allow it to be disturbed.” 

At the trial of voung Nuttall, the case 
against him was dismissed by the prose- 
cution owing to the exclusion of certain 
testimony. Mr. McDougall announced that 
he intended taking the matter before the 
grand jury. |

GUERRY IS REQUESTED TO 
THROW LIGHT ON LOBBYISM 


Some Interesting Questions Are Asked--Trouble Over 
The Twin City News--Estill Campaigning in 
North Georgia-=State Political Gossip. 


ON. W. A. MITCHELL, of Franklin 

county, furnishes the following inter- 
esting card anent the subject of ‘‘lobby- 
igm:’’ 

Eittor Constitution: One of the strong- 
est pleas which Hon. Dupont Guerry 
makes for his nomination to be governor 
is htat his selection would be in itself a 
rebuke to and remedy for lobbyism. 

Now lobbyism is a big word, and has 
not yet, I believe, received an adequate 
Gefinition in the dictionaries and the 
codes.

So far in the campeign only one case of 
lobbyism about the Georgia legislature 
has been clearly idenufied.

& member of the house, felt it his duty to 
call upon the epeaker to enforce the rules 
against lobbyism in the case of a memrber 
of the legal firm of which Mr. Guerry is 
@ partner. 

Why does not Mr. Guerry answer that 
charge? Is it true? And is it not the 
only instance where a member has had to 
publicly point to a flagrant case of lobby- 
ism? 

Was Mr. Guerry then as violently op- 
posed to lobbyism as he is now, or were 
his views on that question acquired since 
he ceased to represent a railway corpora- 
tion that had an interest in pending legis- 
lation? 

Mr. Guerry was not “an wuneducated 
young man’’ at that time, and cannot 
plead infancy for that act, as he does 
for his opposifion to the Hawes local 
option bill while a state senator in 18381. 

Come squarely up to the mark, Mr. 
Guerry, ami let us know what you have 
to answer to the indictment for lobbyism 
made against your firm by Mr. Hill. That 
is intefeely important as throwing light 
upon your consistenicy as a deadly ene- 
my of lobbyism. That angwer by you 
is needed in order that the peaple may 
know whether you have always been ‘‘a 
lifelong anti-lobbyist,’”’ as it were Don't 
dodge.

MORDER ATTEMPT 


M. D. Hilton Badly Stabbed in the 
Back Early Sunday Morning, 


DETECTIVES WORK ON CASE 


Police Not Notified Until Three Days 
After the Assault—Hilton Claims 
He Was Atacked on Mag- 
nolia Street Bridge. 


City detectives are endeavoring to solve 
a mysterious attempt at murder, which 
otcurred early last Sunday morning, and 


which has apparently Been kept quiet. 
The police only received information of 


the affair Thursday, at which time it was 
turned over to the detective department 


for solution. 
M. D. Hilton, a white barber, is lying 


at the Grady ffosiptal with an ugly 
wound in his back, inflicted by some 
sharp instrument, probably a dirk. He 
states that he was assaulted on the Mag- 
nolia street bridge Sunday morning 
about 1 o’clock, but claims that he failed 


to recognize his assailant. 

The knife or dirk entered Hilton’s back 
between the shoulder blade and the spinal 
column, 4going from three and a half to 
four inches in the chest wall. Neither 
of the lungs were penetrated. It was an- 
nounced at the hospital yesterday after- 
noon that the injured man is improving, 
and that it is thought he will recover. 
The physicians state that while the wound 
is of a serious nature it is not likely to 
prove fatal. 

The hospital was notified ‘after the as- 
sault, and the ambulance summoned. 
Hilton was taken from his homé, 19 Me 
chanic street, where he had walked after 
being dealt the terrible blow. His home 
is two blocks from the Magnolia street 
bridge. 

The police etate that they were not 
notified of the attempted murder at that 
time, and knew nothing of the details un- 
til three days ago. Captain Henry Jen- 
nings, acting chief of police, as soon as 
h® learned of the affair, held a consulta- 
tion with Detective Sergeant Bedford, 
and the detectives were given charge >of 
the ease. — 

No Clew to Mystery. 

Sergeant Bedford détailed Detective R. 
S. Ozburn on the case, but so far no 
material information has been obtained. 
The officer visited the hospital yesterday 
afternoon and held an interview with the 
wounded man, but gained no satisfactory 
evidence. : 

Hilton states that he was en route to his 
home at the time he was stabbel. He 
says he was crossing the Magnolia stréet 
bridge, when some one noiselessly came 
up béhind him and struck him in the 
back with some sharp instrument. Hs 
States that his assailant was a white 
man, but that he could not recognize him, 
the man instantly turning and running 
away. He then walked to his home, he 
Says, and it was then that the hospital 
was notified. 

Hilton says he does not believe the 
motive was robbery. He had on his per- 
s0n & sum of money, but no effort was 
made to relieve him of it, 

The officers are confident there is a 
story behind the affair which has not 
come to light. There is some question as 
to whether Hilton is the correct name 
of the injured man. It has been reported 
to the police that his name is Dixon, and 
Detective Ozburn yesterday afternoon 
addressed him as’ Dixon. The injured

Taken to Nerth Carolina and Sent 
Back Penniless. 


FOUND ROAMING ON STREETS 


Children Were Worked on Farm Like 
Men — Will Be Returned to 
Decatur Orphans’ Home 
Today. 


Wandering about the streefs without 
friends or money, Louise and Robert 
Spear, two tiny orphans, were taken in 
charge by a policeman yesterday after- 
noon and placed in the care of Mrs. 
Bohnefield, the police matron. 

The children were formerly inmates of 
the Decatur Orphans’ Home and tell & 
pathetic story of their experience since 
leaving that institution some time ago. 
They were taken from the home at that 
time by a North Carolina man, who of- 
fered to give them a home. 

Their story ig in effect that this man 
worked them on a farm as if they Were 
strong men; that they entered a protest, 
and that he then placed them on a train 
and sent them back to Atlanta without 
money, or clothing, except that which 
they wore. 

The children were kept in the matron’s 
department last night and will be sent 
back to the orphans’ home thig afternoon 
by Mrs. Bohnefield. The boy is 13 years 
of age and his sister ig 11. 

They alighted at the union depot yestcr- 
day morning and hed no place to go. 
Penniless and friendless, the children 
went out on the streets and began to aim- 
lessly wander about, <A policeman saw 
them, and, ascertaining their condition, 
sent them to the police station. 

The parentg of the children resided fe 
Atlanta before their death. The father 
died first and the mother followed him 
two years ago. The little orphans were 
then placed in the home at Decatur, 
where they remained until taken away 
by the North Carolina man.

New Orleans, May 9.—Secretary Hester’s

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CHICAGO hr ARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, May 9.—Grain trading was very 
quiet today waiting for the governmem re- 
port on the crop situation, which is due to- 
morrow. In spite of the slowness of the mar- 
ket, however, a very firm undertone prevailed 
and July wheat closed %c higher, July corn 
%@%ec higher and July oats %c up. Provisions 
were again independettly strong and closed 
7%@1I7%ec advanced. 

At the outset wheat showed a fairly firm 
tone on the colder weather northwest, dryness 
southwest, with reports: of etill further re- 
tarded spring wheat sowing because of motis- 
ture, and crop damage reports from Kansas. 
Yesterday's cash situation wae still bullishly 
effective, and handlers of cash stuff still re- 
ported a continuance of the demand aroused 
during the recent decline. There was some 
expectation that the government report would 
lower the figures of the previous month, but 
the recollection that prices generally break 
on the government report, together with the 
fact that conditione in winter wheat have 
materially improved eince the government ob- 
servations were made, retarded any good ad- 
vance on this factor. Offerings were light 
and receipts were small. Although the de- 
mand was only fair it was sufficient to hold 
up the market. A fair export business was 
done at the eeaboard, 18 loads being report- 
ed. The Michigan state crop report showed 
a condition of 82, against 85 last month. 
Minneapolis and Duluth reported that stocks 
would show a decrease of 1,000,000. On these 
influences July, which opened unchanged to 
%e higher at 74%@74%c sold up to 75c, fluc- 
tuated narrowly and closed firm ‘%c up at 
74%c. Local receipta were 6! care, 2 of 
contract grade. Minneapolis and Duluth re- 
ceipts 153 cars, making a total for the three 
points of 204 cars, against 292 last week and 
233 a year ago. Primary receipts were 248,- 
000 bushels compareé with 347,000 last year. 
Argentine shipments were 612,000 bushels, 
againet 1,012,000 bushels last week. 

Although corn trade was slow much of the 
time in sympathy- with the waiting wheat 
market the tone ruled strong under the pre- 
vailing bullish“eentiment. The opening was 
higher on the wheat advance, the cold weath- 
er, the continued light receipts, declining 
stocks and good cash demand governed the 
pit. As usual of late the erowd quickly fol- 
lowed the lead of the leading bull house. 
Some small scalpers sold, as did commission 
houses early and caused a dip, but when the 
bulls began to buy September, whereas for 
several days they had sold that option, the 
crowd tailed after. September closed with a 
gain of %c at 60%c and July, after gelling 
at 61%c, closed 4@%e up at 61%c. Favora- 
ble weather for seeding and growth of the 
already planted corn seemed not to effect an 
increase in country offerings. Receipts were 
very small at 76 cars. 

Oats experienced a strong and fairly active 
market most of the session. The leading bull 
professional in May options was in the pit 
buying fairly, as also were several big com- 
mission houses. There is still some fear of 
manipulation of the pit by the princtpa) bull. 
Corn strength caused part of the upturn, but 
receipts and offerings were emall, shipping 
sales were large, and at the cash premium 
influenced the market. July closed etrong at 
its top figure, %c higher at 36%c. Receipts 
were |55 cars. 

Provisions—There was eome fair liquidation 
for profite in hog products, but it was not suf- 
ficient to retard a good advance. Prices were 
higher all day and the tone ruled strong on 
the higher prices at the yards, a good pack- 
ers’ support, and outside buying. July pork

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THE TRADE SITUATION. 
9.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 


New York, May 
will say: 

Improved weather conditions furnish the 
keynote for the more cheerful tone in dis- 
tributive trade. . Copious rains, while not re- 
pairing all the damage to winter whet done 
by the recent drought in Kansas, seems Ww 
have put the rest of the crop out of anything 
like immediate danger. It has also placed the 
ground in excellent condition for the later 
crops, such as corn and oats. The situation 
ih manufacturing generally may be summed up 
in the one word, ‘‘activity,’’ the only impor- 
tant exception to this being noted in the wool- 
en industry, which is interfered with by strikes, 
The unsettidd anthracite coal, situation alse 
overhangs the eastern trade situation, but the 
bituminous industry reports wide*open activity. 
Iron and steel trades are still pushed’ to the 
utmost tension to keep up with the current de- 
mand. Building and all lines dependent there- 
on are active despite ths. increased cost of 
hardware and the 
wages. Prices, particularly of 
showed practically undimin- 
ished ‘strength, four-fifthe of all staples being 
ae high, if not higher, than a month &go, 
while omly one-fifth are lower, while, 4s 
compared with a year ago, four-fifths of all 
ptices have advanced. Railway earnings are 
really surprisingly good. ° 

The feature in iron and steel is the secar- 
city of supplies of pig iron and the strength 
of the demand for finished products, particu- 
larly structural materials, what rails are avail- 
can be secured for 
bars and plates, some acattered lots of stand- 
ard rails have brought $3! per ton this week, 
against the nominal price of $28 per ton. 
Structural material sales have been very pavy 
re- 
ported to have orders six months ahead. Bes- 
semer pig iron is active; and quick deliveries 
will easily bring $20, while steel billets are 
séliing at $33.50. The only branches of the 
trade which are approximately up with demand 
are tin plate and sheet industries. Among the 
other mretale tin is higher on the week, while 
copper is rather weaker. 

Little or no decrease in the demand for lum- 
per is noted, though higher prices and higher 
wages demanded are re to have\inter- 
fered with some contemplated work of Wwest- 
ern points. Builders’ hardware is apparently 
sympathetically higher in price, though the for- 
mation of the new hardware jobbers’ combi- 
pation is credited with some effect. 

Bastern shoe trade advices are of a heavy 
number of orders coming in, and shipments 
are certainly larger than for some time past, 
but are still below those of a year ago for the 
week and for the season.

The feature in the dry goods trade this week 
is the improved demand at reta!l] and the large 
reorder business, coupled with rather better 
buying for the full season. Prices of the 
manufactured textiles remain as etrong as 


ever. 

The situation of wool at the east is af- 
fected by the interruption by strikes, but 
stocke are low there. Wool is active at a 
higher range than a year ago at the west, and 
at London a further advance is noted, s0 
that the ending of the present labor troubles 
contains important possibilities for the raw 


material.

Although out 
side’ distributing poifits make more favorabie 
returns as crop prospects improve, recent q@e- 
pression in silver has seriously affected’ ex- 
ports to China and holders of cotton s are 
hot urging sales at the expense of . Values. 
Woolen goods are scarce, but the demakhd is 
stitl confined to substitute orders caused by the 
strike. Raw material in the textile manu- 
facture continue to exhibit a decidedly firm 
pndertone, although cotton suffered a sharp 
setback early, in the week. The collapse of 
option prices‘was not due to any unfavorabie 
news regarding consumption, nor a material 
improvement in the outlook for a mew crop. 
It must be attributed to the customary profit 
taking after a vigorous advance, together with 
heavy liquidation by Wall street interests ow- 
ing, to the disturbance in the security mar- 
ket 


Dispatches to this paper promise a large wool 
clip, though the late aaetedll has dela shear- 
ing. There has been less selling of Wool on 
the sheeps’ backs, and ranchmen ap to be

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COMPANY CLAIMS — 


RIGHT TO LAND 


Thinks Mrs. Wells Conyeyed It to 
Attorney Hayden. 


SEEKS GENERAL JUDGEMENT 


It Is Said That the Alleged Transfer 
Was Made with a View of Pay- 
ing Lawyer for Defending 
W. BR. Wells, Convicted 
of Murder. 


In the superior court yesterday the 
National Building Association, of Balti- 
more, and E. J. Knabe, Jr., and W. R. 
Dimmock, as trustee, instituted com- 
plaint proceedings against Mrs. Susan 
A. Wells and W. W. Hayden. The com- 
pany claims prior right to certain prop- 
erty on Hardin street, which, so it is 
alleged, Mrs. Wells conveyed to Mrs. 
Hayden. 

In the papers of the suit-it is set forth 
that Mrs. Wells is a member of the 
association, having, it is stated, suc- 
ceeded by successive. assignment to the 
original membership of Clarence E. 
Moore. It is stated that Mr. Moore, in 
December, 1896, subscribed for twelve 
shares of installinent stock, which were 
redeemed for him at the rate of $40 a 
share, he agreeing to pay back so much 
a month. To secure these payments, it 
is declared, Mr. Moore executed a war- 
ranty trust deed to a lot on Hardin 
street, December 18, 1896. In April, 1898, 
it is averred, Mr. Moore sold this prop- 
erty to W. R. Wells, subject to the 
claim of the association, asd the shares 
of installment stock were transferred 
to Wells. 

It is set. forth that Wells kept up the 
dues of membership in the association 
until November 18 of last year when 
he sold the property to Susan Wells, 
subject only, it is declared, to the lien 
of the association. Further, it is stated, 
it was agreed when the stock was trans- 
ferred that should default be made in 
the payment of dues, secured by trust 
deed, for a space of more than thirty 
days, all dues and payment should be 
come immediately due. It 1!s asserted 
that there has been default in payment 
for the last three months. 

The association claims that Mrs. Wells 
is now indebted to it in the sum of 
$306.77, together with interest from April 
1. It is stated that the company be- 
lieves that Mrs. Wells, since March, has 
conveyed her interest in the property 
to W. W. Hardin and a general judgment 
is asked against her. 

Wells was recently tried and convicted 
of stabbing to death Frederick Pearce, 
a blind man, and was sentenced to be 
hanged on the 22d of last month. He 
was represented by Attorneys W. W. 
Hayden and R. O. Lovett, who filed mo- 
tion for a new trial. This application 
was refused by Judge Candler and the 
case was appealed fo the supreme court. 
It is understood that the supreme court 
will take up the Wells case on the 19th. 
It is said the alleged transfer of. the 
Hardin street property was made with 
a view of paying counsel fees. 

The National Building Association is 
represented by Attorneys lL. Z. Rosser 
and J. H. Porter. 


Declares He Was Kicked. 

Alleging that J. A. Burgess had knock- 
ed him down and brutally kicked him, 
IL. N. T. Dunn, through his attorney, 
F. A. Arnold, yesterday instituted pro- 
ceedings against Burgess in the city 
court. Dunn is suing for $2,500 damages 
for alleged personal injuries. 

He declares that, on April 29, he was 
leaning against a post in front of a store 
in Bast Point when Burgess came up, 
struck him and then kicked him while 
down. -Dunn says he is 58 years old, 
weighs 135 pounds and jis in infirm health. 
He asserts that his alleged assailant is 
a young and vigorous’ man of 35, who 
tips the scales at 250 pounds. 

The plaintiff, who is a shoemaker by 
trade, declares the attack he says was 
made on -him was without provocation 
and alleges that the injuries received 
are permanent. He asserts also that he 
felt greatly humiliated and disgraced 
because of the affair and accordingly 
brings sult against Burgess. 


New Company Chartered. 

Judge Lumpkin yesterday signed an 
order granting a charter to the Southern 
Merchant Publishing Company. The in- 
corporators are George H. Sims, A. W. 
Farlinger, Marvin L. Case and Elisha 
Winter. The company is to be capital- 


‘ized at $10,000, with the privilege of in- 


creasing this amount to $50,000, and is 
organizea for the purpose of publishing 
The Southern Merchant, and other lit- 
erature of interest to merchants. 


Clerks Purchase Stock. 

A sale of the bankrupt stock of the 
Walter J. Wood Company was held yes- 
terday morning on the premises, 8&7 
Whitehall street. The stock was bought 
in by W. H. Zachry and John L. Eber- 
hardt, both of whom have been con- 
nected with the store for years. They 
intend continuing the business as a 
partnership. 


Old Certificates Recorded. 

A minister who is leaving Atlanta for 
another charge has sent to the ordi- 
nary’s office a batch of thirty’ marriage 
certificates which he neglected to re- 
turn after signing. Some of the certifi- 
cates date back three years and the ordi- 
nary’s clerk was kept busy yesterday 
afternoon recording them. Thirty cou- 
ples residing in Fulton county would 
be surprised to know that, up to this 
time, there has been no official record 
of their marriages. Ministers are usu- 
ally required to return marriage cer- 
tificates as soon after the ceremony as

RAILWAY NOTES. 


Seaboard Matters Interesting. 

The unexpected resignation of General 
Passenger Agent R. E. L. Bunch of the 
Seaboard line, and the rumors which 
have been afloat during the past few 
days as to future changes in the Sea- 
board's organization have caused much 
interest among railroad men generally. 

There have been rumors to the effect 
that harmony does not exist between 
President Williams and First Vice Pres- 
ident Barr, and it has been said that Mr. 
Barr was ‘to retire and’ that Captain 
“Punch’ McBee was to be given full 
control of the road. 

These rumors have undoubtedly proved 
very distasteful to the high officials of 
the Seaboard, as Judge L. R. Watts, of 
Portsmouth, general counsel for the 
road. has given the following interview 
to The Portsmouth Star: 

“While, as a rule, I decline to be in- 
terviewed upon matters touching the 
management of the Seaboard Air Line 
railway, I am rather pleased at the op. 
portunity of stating, as I do in the most 
positive and emphatic manner, that ail 
reports as to friction or lack of harmony 
between the president and (first vice 
president of the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
way are absolutely false and without 
foundation. 

“The report that certain changes in 
the by-laws affecting the dutes of these 
two officers is equally fajse, as is the 
statement of differences between ithe 
stockholders and the bondholders. The 
latter is too absurd to be noticed. 

“Both the president and first vice pres- 
ident are in perfect accord, and in noth- 
ing are they more determined than to 
have for the management the hearty, 
cordial and loyal cooperation and support 
of the officers and employees. 

“Since the article first appeared in The 
Washington Star every effort has been 
made to ascertain the person or persons 
responsible for its publication, and in 
this we have been partially successful. 
These inquiries will be pushed until the 
guilty parties are ascertained, and if em- 
ployees of the railway they will be sum- 
marily dealt with.’’ 

“Then you are of opinion that these 
reports have been circulated by some 
employee or employees of the road?” 

‘“T regret to say that the indications 
point that way, and the president and 
board of directors are determined that 
no one shall be retained in the service 
of the company, either as official or em- 
ployee, who is not willing to give a 
hearty and loyal support to the manage- 
ment, as in no other way can the best 
results be obtained and the interests of 
the stockholders subserved and  pro- 
moted.”’ 3 

“Was the resignation of General Pas- 
senger Agent Bunch in any way connect- 
ed with the circulation of the reports of 
which you speak?” 

‘“‘As Mr. Bunch !s no longer in the serv- 
ice of the company, I think it unneces- 
sary to discuss the reasons leading to his 
resignation.’”’ 

“It is, then, your opinion that among 
the executive officials, including heads of 
departments, perfect harmony prevails 
at the present time?’ 

“I think so, not only among the offi- 
clals, but among the employees genera)- 
ly. If not so at the present moment it 
will be in the near future."’ 

Commenting upon this interview The 
Raleigh News and Observer says: 

“It will be seen by the interview tha? 
the railroad has taken heroic action in 
the direction of suppressing the circu. 
lation of gossip which, having no founda-

Decree of Foreclosure Sale Is Signed 
in United States Court. 


COURT OFFICERS BACK AGAIN 


United States Court Had Quite a Busy 
Week in Columbus—tThe 
Cases Tried. 


The United States district court was in 
session “in Atlanta again yesterday, the 
court Officiais having returned from Co- 
lumbus, where a four days’ session was 
held. ' 

Besides Judge W. T. Newman, among 
those who went to Columbus were Clerk 
W. C. Carter, Deputy Clerk John D. 
Steward, Assistant. District Attorneys 
George L. Bell, W. Ik. Massey and C. D. 
Camp and Chief Deputy Marshal J. H. 
Rinard. The court officials all report a 
busy week in Columbus. 

The only matter of importance before 
Judge Newman yesterday was the sign- 
ing of a decree of foreclosure sale in the 
case of the Bouthern Banking and Trust 
Co., trustee, agairst James A. Burns, 
E. P. Burns, trustee for Miss E. P. 
Burns, and Joseph 8. Burns. The decree 
requires that the defendant, James A. 
Burns, pay to the complainant the sum 
of $7,475.35 due on a@ note with interest, 
amounting ta $47.26, besides $930 on a 
mortgage .of deed of trust. W. B. Stovall 
was appointed by the court as‘ special 
commissioner to sell the property located 
at Georgia avenue and Grant street, 
which is the security for this indebted- 
ness, 

Sentences were suspended in the cases 
of N. T. Ingram and’ W. T. Burke, con- 
victed of illicit distilling. The former was 
sentenced to four months in jail and a 
fine of $100, and the latter to three months 
and a similar fine. 

Business in Columbus. 

The court had scveral interesting crim- 
inal cases before it. W. A. Walker, for- 
mer postmaster at Geneva, in Talbot 
county, was convicted of embezzling post- 
office funds, but was not sentenced pend- 
ing a motion for new trial. Postoffice In- 
spector James Waddell, now of Phila- 
delphia, but formerly of Atlanta, was the 
principal witness against Walker. The 
motion for new trial wiN be heard on 
June 9, 

Anderson Brewer, colored, was convict- 
ed of cutting open a mail sack, and was 
sentenced to serve three years in the 
penitentiary. He was brought to Atlanta 
and will«be confined in the new federal 
prison. 

Richard Hendricks was sentenced to 
spend three months in jail on conviction 
of illicit distilling. He will be confined 
in the Tower in Atlanta.

RIGID RULES IN HABERSHAM., 


Resolutions of Committee for Gov- 


erning the Primary. 

Toccoa, Ga., May 9.—(Special.)—For the 
first time in the history of Habersham 
county politics the primary election for 
state and county officers set for the 5th 
of June will be held under rigid party 
rules. Heretofore the gates have been. 
thrown open wide, and any person who 
desired marched to the polls and voted, 
The democratic mass meeting, recently 
held, asked the county executive commit- 
tee to provide for cextain restrictions. and 
in each instance the request was granted. 

The resolutions provide for a general 
primdfry on June 5, to be participated ‘n 
by registered white voters only. 

The following resolution of the execu- 
tive committee governing the primary is 
an innovation In northeast Georgia pol!- 
tics: 

“Be it further resolved, That all can- 
didates for county offices shall, on or be- 
fore the 15th day of May, 1902, subscribe 
their names to the’ following pledge: 

“TIT ——, a candidate for the democratic 
nomination for —— of the county of Ha- 
ersham, hereby obligate and bind myself 
not to use any money, liquor or pa'‘d 
workers during the campaign or at !'a 
polls, and hereby agree that In the evert 
I violate the couditions of this obligation, 
that no vote cast for me in the primary 
election to be held in said county shall be 
counted.” 

The resolutions of the executive com- 
mittee further provide: 

‘Which said obligation shall be filed 
with the secretary of the executive com- 
mittee, together with the assessment 
hereafter levied, on or before May 15, 
1902. 

“That in case of the failure of any can- 
didate to file said pledge or pay said as- 
sessment on or before May 15, 1902, his or 
their names shall be left off of the 
ticket.”’ 

The assessments on the candidates are 
as follows: For congress, $25; judge, $20: 
solicitor general, $15; representative, $7.50; 
sheriff, $7.50; clerk, $7.50; tax collector, 
$5; tax receiver, $4; treasurer, $5; coroner, 
$1; surveyor, $1. 

The executive committee of this county 
has never before levied an assessment 
on the various candidates. It is now be- 
lieved that al) che candidates will pay the 
amount levied and take the required 
pledge. 

Representative John T. Peyton hag no 
opposition for reelection,
